Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows  : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
tuotice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session,

eacli  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  tiic  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.

VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  357 


A.  Jig-Law  to  close  a certain  Lane  or  Alleyway , 
and  to  open  another  in  lieu  thereof. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  City  that  the  lane  or  alleyway 
hereafter  described  should  be  closed,  and  the  lane  or 
alleyway  hereafter  described  opened  for  use  by  the 
public  in  lieu  thereof: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
assembled,  as  follows : — 

L That  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  now  used  as 
a lane  or  alleyway  which  may  be  described  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Commencing  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  18, 
Block  9,  Section  185;  thence  north-westerly  along  the 
north-east  boundary  of  Lots  18,  17,  16,  15,  14,  13  to 
to  the  centre  of  lot  13;  thence  north-easterly,  at  right 
angles  to  said  boundary,  thirty  feet  to  the  south- 
westerly boundary  of  Lots  6,  5,  4,  3,  2 and  1,  to  the 
south-easterly  corner  of  Lot  1,  Block  9,  Section  185; 
thence  33  feet  south-westerly  to  the  point  of  com- 
mencement, a plan  whereof  is  now  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Engineer,  is  hereby  closed. 

2.  That  all  and  singular  those  certain  parcels  or 
tracts  of  land  and  premises  situate,  lying  and  being  in 
the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  and  being  composed  of,  first,  the  westerly  half 
of  Lot  6,  in  Block  9,  in  the  subdivision  of  District  Lot 
185,  Group  1.,  Vancouver  District,  according  to  a map 
or  plan  of  said  subdivision  deposited  in  the  Land  Reg- 
istry Office  at  Vancouver,  B.  C. , and  numbered  92, 
which  may  be  more  particularly  described  as  follows: — 
Commencing  at  the  north-westerly  corner  of  said  Lot 
6;  thence  south-westerly  along  the  westerly  boundary 
of  said  Lot  6 a distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  south-westerly  corner  thereof; 
thence  south-easterly  along  the  southerly  boundary  of 
the  said  Lot  6 a distance  of  thirty-three  feet ; thence 
northerly  and  parallel  to  the  westerly  boundary  of  said 
Lot  6 a distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  the  northerly  boundary  thereof ; 
thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said 
Lot  6 a distance  of  thirty-three  feet  to  the  point  of 
commencement. 

Second — The  westerly  half  of  Lot  13,  in  the  said 
Block  9,  which  may  be  more  particularly  described  as 
follows  : — Commencing  at  the  south-westerly  corner  of 
said  Lot  13;  thence  northerly  along  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  said  Lot  13  a distance  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  north-westerly 
corner  thereof ; thence  easterly  along  the  northerly 
boundary  of  said  Lot  13  a distance  of  thirty-three 
feet;  then  southerly  and  parallel  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  said  Lot  13  a distance  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  southerly 
boundary  thereof;  thence  westerly  along  the  southerly 
boundary  of  said  Lot  13  a distance  of  thirty-three  feet 
to  the  point  of  commencement,  a plan  thereof  is  now 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer,  is  hereby 
opened  for  the  use  of  the  public,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a public  lane  or  alleyway.

BY-LAW  No.  356. 


A By-Law  to  amend  the  Trades  JAcenee  By-Law. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  amend  the 
“Trades  Licence  By-Law”  by  amending  the 
fees  to  be  paid  for  carrying  on  certain  trades  and 
licences  * 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council, 
in  open  meeting  assembled,  as  follows : 


1.  Section  14  of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following : — 

“And  any  driver,  driving,  or  permitting  to  be 
driven,  in  any  open  cab  or  other  open  vehicle,  any 
person  of  notoriously  bad  character,  or  woman  of  ill- 
fame,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
for  a breach  of  this  by-law.” 

2.  Section  42  of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended 
as  follows,  by  striking  out  the  figures  “$2.00,”  in  the 
twelfth  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
figures  “$1.25.” 

By  striking  out  the  words  “measurement  or,”  in 
the  fiftieth  and  fifty-first  lines  thereof,  and  by  insert- 
ing after  the  figures  “0.50,”  in  the  fifty-first  line 
thereof,  the  following  words:— “For  every  one-horse 
dray  per  ton  measurement  per  ton  per  mile  hauled 
$0.35.” 

By  striking  out  the  words  “measurement  or,”  in  the 
fifty-fourth  and  fifty-fifth  lines  thereof,  and  by  insert- 
ing after  the  figures  “$0.50,”  in  the  fifty-fifth  line 
thereof,  the  following  words: — “For  every  two-horse

“For  every  omnibus  licence,  $5.00  per  annum. 

“For  every  livery-stable  licence,  $25.00  per  annum. 

“For  every  sale,  feed  or  exchange  licence,  $25.00  per 
annum. 

“For  every  hawker’s,  petty  chapman’s  or  dealer’s 
(mentioned  in  clause  23)  licence,  $100  per  annum  or 
$10  per  week. 

“For  every  transient  trader  or  agent’s  (mentioned 
in  clause  24)  licence,  $200  per  annum. 

“For  every  peddler’s  licence,  $100  per  annum,  $10 
per  wTeek  or  $2  per  day.
